PARA. SEVEN OF MOSCOW 15582. 

2. WITH REGARD TO LIST OF CABLES IN PARA. ONE OF MOSCOW 
15581, WE HAVE NO PROBLEM EXCEPT WITH MOSCOW 15151 AND 
15147. FIRST APPEARS TO BE UNRELATED; AND WE PRESUME YOUR 
REFERENCE TO MOSCOW 15147 IS INTENDED TO BE MOSCOW 15157, 
REPEAT 15157. LAST CABLE RECEIVED WAS MOSCOW 15631. 
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PLEASE SERIALIZE YOUR MESSAGES, BEGINNING WITH MOSCOW 15144. 
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3. WITH RESPECT TO PARA. ONE OF MOSCOW 15555 AND AGREEMENTS 
OF JUNE 21, 1973, JUNE 28, 1974, AND JUNE 29, 1974, WHILE 
COOPERATION IN PNES COULD BE CONSISTENT WITH THESE MULTI 
DIMENSIONAL AGREEMENTS, IN PARTICULAR WITH ARTICLE HI OF 
THE JUNE 28, 1974 AGREEMENT ON ENERGY, WE SEE NO OBLIGA- 
TIONS CONTAINED IN THEM TO PURSUE PNES SPECIFICALLY.

AUG. 8, 1974: QUOTE ON THE QUESTION OF PEACEFUL NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSIONS, MRS. THORSSON, THE REPRESENTATIVE OF SWEDEN, 

SAID THAT THE TREATY'S PROVISIONS WITH RESPECT TO SUCH 
EXPLOSIONS HAD SO FAR NOT BEEN IMPLEMENTED. WE SHOULD 
LIKE TO POINT OUT IN THIS CONNEXION THAT AT PRESENT, 

WHEN PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS STILL HAVE NO PRACTICAL 
APPLICATION BECAUSE OF INADEQUATE TECHNOLOGY, THERE ARE 
NO GROUNDS FOR SPEAKING OF FAILURE TO IMPLEMENT THAT PART 
OF THE TREATY. IT WOULD BE MORE ACCURATE TO SAY THAT 
THE TREATY'S PROVISIONS WITH REGARD TO SUCH EXPLOSIONS 
HAVE NOT SO FAR BEEN IMPLEMENTED, SINCE THERE HAS BEEN 
NO PRACTICAL NEED FOR SUCH EXPLOSIONS. NEVERTHELESS, 

THE PREPARATORY WORK FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF ARTICLE V 
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OF THE TREATY IS ALREADY BEING DONE IN THE IAEA.UNQUOTE. 
REFERENCED THORSSON CCD STATEMENT OF JULY 30 FOLLOWS: 

QUOTE PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS GIVE RISE TO A NUMBER 
OF INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS. UNDER THE NPT THEY WERE 
OFFERED AS A COMPENSATION FOR THE UNDERTAKING BY THE 
NON-NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES NOT TO DEVELOP NUCLEAR DEVICES. 
THIS PROVISION OF THE NPT HAS SO FAR NOT BEEN IMPLEMENTED. 

THE UNITED STATES DEVELOPMENT OF PEACEFUL NUCLEAR

MAKE PROPOSED STATEMENT.

AND TIME AND MONETARY PENALTIES IF DONE BY CONVENTIONAL 
MEANS TO ELICIT DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF SOVIET PNE 
PROGRAM.
